AN AGREEMENT 


Trouble Between Organizations 
Likely To Be Averted 


Prospect for Settlement of Dif- 
ficulties Looks Bright

A. Form of Contract 


New York, Aug. 7.—Prospects for a 
settlement of the difficulties which

The temper of the members, as evi- 
denced at the last meeting of the 
Equity, was decidedly averse to any 
compromise with the T. M. A., and 
it is thought by those in a good posi- 
tion to judge that they are for hold- 
ing out for the P. M. A, Standard 
form of contract. 

It was learned from a good source 
dy The Billboard that there is sur- 


prisingly little bad feeling on the 
part of the T M. A. towards the 
Equity. A prominent member of the

Please 
thank my members for heroic work 
tendered at wreckage in caring for 
the unfortunate.—TRESSIE McDAN- 
IEL.”

Baltimore, Md., Aug. 5.—A musicians’ strike 
has brought about increases in the cost of 
music; repairs and alterations are costing thou- 
sands of dollars, and the price of everything 
theatrical has gone up.

There is that in the atmosphere around the 
theaters that bodes for the coming winter a 
rush of playgoers, full houses every night, roofs 
ringing with applause, gay crowds swarming 
into the streets—perhaps the birth of a new 
sort of “‘night life’? in Baltimore.

30; the Academy early in September; the New 
Lyceum (formerly Albaugh’s) on September 6, 
the Lyric entering upon a new era at about 
the same time; the Maryland polling right 
along with vandeville, and the Gayety, the 
Palace and other burlesque houses getting into 
the game. 

Charles FE. Ford, manager of Forl’s, and 
Harry Henkel, manager of the Academy, agree 
that this year is to mark a great demonstration 
in Baltimore of the fact that the theater has 
largely taken the place of the saloon.

Denver motion picture houses are alleged ho have 
been defranded of thousands af dollars by 
trusted employees, and the government of large 
sums in war tax, is the reason for holding with- 
out bail in the oly prison of Mrs. Ethel Davis, 
27, cashier at the’ Princess Theater, and three 
ushers at the Rialto and Princess theaters. At 
least six moré arrests will be made, it is said. 

It is asserted that a confession was obtained 
from the ushers. Other theaters are said to have 
been muleted and further revelations are prom- 
ised. The which detectives say has 
heen in operation for more than a year, was to 
resell tickets that were palmed by the ticket 
takers and ushers and returned to the box- 
office, and officials of the theaters say at least 
$12.000 was stolen. Mrs. Davis, whom alleged 
confessions name as being the leader in the 
conspiracy, denies complicity.

MUSIC PUBLISHERS SUED 


Anti-Trust Law 


New York, Aug. 7.—Suit was brought by the 
Government this week against the Consolidated 
Music Corporation, 144 W. Thirty-seventh street, 
and other music concerns, under the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law. The other defendants are Irv- 
ing Bérlin, Inc.; Leo Feist, Inc.; T. B. Harms, 
Francis Day «© Hunter, Inc.; Shapiro, Bernstein 
& Co., Inc.; Waterson, Berlin & Snyder Co., and 
M. Witmark & Sons, Inc., and all officers and 
general managers of the defendant corporations. 

In the complaint the court is asked to enjoin 
the defendants from fixing prices, making il- 
legal agreements and stifling competition _re- 
garding the sale in interstate commerce of what 
are known as player rolls. 

According to the papers in the suit an al- 
leged conspiracy has been in existence for 
twelve years, by means of which the defend- 
ants have sought to monopolize the trade in 
copyrighted compositions in sheet form, con- 
taining printed music and words, and in player 
rolls. It is charged the companies named con- 
trol 80 per cent of copyrighted compositions.

panies named.

FILM STRIKE OVER 


Workers, With Few Exceptions, Back 
to Laboratories—Over $3,000,000 
Lost by Manufacturers, It 
Is Said 


New York, Aug. 7.—To outward appearances 
the strike of the film laboratory workers is over. 
In other words, the members of the Motion Pic- 
ture Craftsmen, Local No. 614, who walked out 
on a “‘vacation” about three weeks ago, have 
with few exceptions returned to their work, pend- 
ing the outcome of daily conferences with the 
National Association of the Motion Picture In- 
dustry, which in fact is the film manufacturers 
who own the laboratories. The two organiza- 
tions‘ officials are meeting and going over the 
new Craftsmen’s contracts step by step, and 
from reliable source today The Billboard was in- 
formed that the outlook for a settlement is very 
satisfactory. 

“Out of a membership of about 3,000 only 
about 180 people have not been returned to their 
jobs,”” said this man. ‘‘This we consider is a 
very good percentage, and we expect the re- 
maining hundred or so will return to their jobs 
this coming week. Negotiations which are un- 
der way may require another week to final set- 
tlement.”’ 

Incidentally the film manufacturers have lost 
an immense amount of money thru the strike. 
It is estimated conservatively that the mann. 
facturers have lost over $3,000,000. One rather 
small firm figures its loss at $350,000. One 
cause of the strike was that manufacturers have 
been, as it was expressed today, ‘‘cutting each 
other’s throats.’’ The competition has been very 
keen and instead of getting more for their prod- 
uct they have been getting less. Film that 
three or four years ago was sold for about four 
cents a foot has been sold recently for as low 
as three cents, and the manufacturers in order 
to “‘get by’? with a profit have shaved off their 
pay roll, it is said.

CABLES FROM LONDON TOWN 


AUGUST 7 
By “WESTCENT” 


DISCUSS ESTABLISHMENT OF INTERNATIONAL 
FEDERATION AT GREAT ANTWERP MEETING 


Nine organizations will be represented at the International Congress to be held at Antwerp, 
Belgium, August 8 and 9—namely, England, Belgium, France, Germany, Italy, Spain, Denmark, 
Switzerland and Czecho-Slovakia. Preliminary agenda states the main object of the conference 
is to discuss the establishment of an international federation, to include all workers in the 
vaudeville world—artistes, musicians, staffs, stage hands, etc.—similar in constitution to the 
International Syndicate Union at Antwerp; to set up an international secretariat composed of four 
members, with a responsible secretary, all to be elected by the conference and reliable, with 
duties to retain and secure new affiliation and manage international questions. A per capita 
tax of one france per member will be levied on all affiliated unions annually; also an interna- 
tional protection fund will be raised for financing of strikes. ‘The secretariat to be established 
at places at the discretion of the congress each year. Finally it is desired to revive and main- 
tain the constitution of the World's League of Artistes founded in Paris in 1911. The Variety 
Artistes’ Federation, as before cabled, has defined its policy, consequently any hopes of reviving 
is highly improbable, more so as the American Artistes’ Federation ix not represented at Ant- 

and so far Harry Mountford has made no sign, altho it is well known this side that 
Mr. Konorah of I. A. 1.. is desirous of resuming affiliation with the American Artistes’ Federa- 
tion. As the Variety Artistes’ Federation is implacable on enemy alien origin it has to be most 
careful in its post bellum rules on this matter and must necessarily carry an endorsement 
of this nature on any prewar affiilation agreement. Albert Voyce and Monte Bayly, Variety 
Artistes’ Federation representatives at Antwerp, have a difficult and ticklish task, the more so 
as many continental organwations refuse to disbelieve that the Variety Artistes’ Federation 
has not placed an embargo on any foreigners except enemy aliens. The delegates from Czecho- 
Slovakia will be present and the situation will be piquant in view of the Variety Artistes’ Fed- 
eration’s attitude towérd Severus Schaffer. Nevertheless, as Britain seems to be the foreigners’ 
Garden of Eden, the Variety Artistes’ Federation will be prepared with its best double-edged 
sword keeping the enemy out. 


A. A. WITHDRAWS FROM E. N. I. C. 


Despite the strongest counsel from the Variety Artistes’ Federation to the contrary, the 
Actors’ Association has quit the Entertainments National Industrial Council, and, in the opinion 
of the Variety Artistes’ Federation officials, the Actors’ Association is not acting wisely at this 
juncture, but the fact of its withdrawal will not necessarily break up the Entertainments Na- 
tional Council, as would have been the case had the Variety Artistes’ Federation taken joint 
action. The Variety Artistes’ Federation will remain in the Entertainments National Council 
watching events, which are at present placid enough.

She has been 
singing in opera for over twenty-five years, and has sung the part of ‘‘Carmen’’ at 1,389 per- 
formances. She has always been famed for the intensity of her acting as well as the remarkable 
beauty of her voice. She was regarded as Queen Victoria of England's favorite vocalist, and 
the Queen cansed a bust of Calve to be prepared and had it placed in the Waterloo Chamber 
at Windsor Castle. Calve was the last singer to appear before the aged Queen before her 
death. She intends retiring to her native France, where she lives in an ancient castle, and it is 
said that later she intends founding an academy for the training of young singers in Paris.

“Crooked Gamblers’’ is a real ‘“‘villain-hiss- 
ing’ melodrama, This is literally true, for the 
night this reviewer saw the play the ‘villain’?

The finish of this 
act is a picture of a howling mob on the 
“eurb’ surging around a lamp post, which 
swayed and trembled as the “‘supers’’ shoved 
and jostled it. 

Mr. Woods has provided a splendid cast 
for ‘Crooked Gamblers.’ It is headed by 
Taylor Holmes, who gives a good impersonation 
of the honest man who beats Wall street at 
its own game. In the earlier scenes he han- 
dles a number of comedy scenes with a sure 
touch and quite fills all the demands for the 
sterner work of foiling the villain.

DEMANDS CLEAN DRAMA 


New York, Aug. 7.—Mayor Hylan went on rec- 
ord this week in a letter to John Golden for a 
clean stage in this city. John Golden is the 
producer of ‘‘Lightnin’,”? the biggest success 
here in years. 

The Mayor's attitude towards the stage was 
called forth by a letter from Golden to him en- 
closing a statement of Mr. Golden's printed in 
a current magazine resenting what Mr. Golden 
termed ‘‘a certain high-brow clique which seems 
to feel that it owns the destinies of the Ameri- 
can theater.’’ Mr. Golden said in part: 

“I resent the attitude. The American drama 
as it exists today is built on foundations of 
cleanliness and laughter. This fake clique would 
like to see substitated for this healthy native 
product a flood of plays of the foreign type, 
dealing with arson, homicide, matricide, parri- 
cide and suicide—all of which ought to be kept 
on the other side. A lot of bespectacled, long- 
haired mincing fakers would have us believe 
that this is the only sort of thing that appeals 
to the superior intellect.”* 

In reply Mayor Hylan sent John Golden the 
following letter: 

“I have read with interest your letter and 
the accompanying magazine article. There is 
no denying that the people of this city do not 
approve of unclean or nasty theatrical perform- 
ances. The theatergoing public will certainly 
not give its support to such organizations. It is 
the wholesome type of play which has the great- 
est popular and permanent appeal. 

“Of course, this is a very large city—the 
largest in the world. Our population, which 
runs to many millions, is augmented by hundreds 
of thousands of transients daily. 

“Among our teeming millions it is inevitable 
that there should be some who revel in exotic 
forms of entertainment and chuckle over scenes 
which do violence to our social laws. 

“One can readily understand then the pres- 
ence of shows with questionable lines, risque 
scenes and features smacking of the Orient and 
the underworld. As opposed to those productions 
there are the wholesome drama and amusing 
forms of lighter entertainment, without a tinge 
of commonness or shadiness, which have become 
an essential in the civic life of every com- 
munity. 

“The obviously indecent performance should 
be suppressed or objectionable features elimi- 
nated. We have had occasion to take such ac- 
tion in this city, and te keep a check on mana- 
gers and producers who regard the absence of 
morality in their productions as an asset from 
a box-office standpoint. But, speaking of things 
offensive to good taste, we must remember, as 
Gilbert & Sullivan, of ‘Mikado’ fame, said: ‘So

When the executive secretary was thru with 
his address questions were asked and several 
points cleared up. Then member after member 
arose and expressed their views calmly and 
intelligently, There was nothing they didn't 
know about one-night-stand conditions. They 
were well acquainted with its discomforts, 
with the fatigue of long travel and of count- 
less matinees. In view of all this should they 
be asked, they said, upon reaching a week 
stand where there was a chance to rest up 
before beginning the eternal grind again, to 
play four matinees so as to make up for a 
lesser number given the week before? Were 
they to be asked to lay off the week before 
Christmas, losing salary therefor, just as they 
were beginning to get clear of debt, and were 
they finally to be asked to play in companies 
at $2 top prices and not receive exactly the 
same conditions as their fellow members who 
were working for the Producing Managérs’ As- 
sociation? Their reply was definite—they 
would not! No matter the effort, no matter 
the risk, they would not. They said it without 
heat, but, ob, so firmly, The fine stuff of 
which the A. E. A. is made was never more 
clearly shown,

Blanche Yurka, as 
a French spinster, whe sacrifices even her 
dowry for the sake of her young brother, gives 
a splendid exhibition of sustained, intelligent 
acting. ,She dominates the piece thruout, and 
in the flash of passion in the scene spoken of 
made a splendid impression, 

Harriett Duke as the American girl, was 
quite equal to the demands of the part. She 
looked well and played competently. Jeffrys 
Lewis had only a small role, but made it stand 
out. Frank Kingdon as the French father was 
splendid. Wayne Arey was allotted the part 
of the American captain, and played it credit- 
ably. 


Two “bits” in the piece were made promi- 
nent by the good acting of Madeleine Durand 
and Goldwyn Patton. Miss Durand told a 
simple narrative of peasant life during the war 
with such simplicity and naturalness that it 
lingers in the memory, while Mr. Patton in a 


fiery outburst against the Taylor “‘efficiency’’ 
system made a real part out of the few “‘sides”’ 
which it must contain. 

The rest of the cast includes Franklin George, 
who did well in a juvenile role; Dichard Du- 
pont, who is a boy actor of merit, and 
L’Estrange Millm™n and William Bain, both of 
whom were excellent. 

“The Americans in France’ is an interesting 
play. It is very different from the usual fare 
of the theater, and because of that will prob- 


ably suffer. It is well worth seeing, for it 
contains much that is true and is well cast 
and staged. Mr. Ditrichstein and Mr. Shubert 


are to be congratulated for their courage in 
producing such a worthwhile play that they 
must have known would at best have only 
a limited public to draw from.—GORDON 
WHYTE.

It effervesces over 
the indelicacies and immoralities incident to 
the life of the gay ‘‘boulevardier”’ and teaches 
that the reward of sin is conjugal felicity 
with a bandsome young woman and _ that 
illegitimacy is often to be preferred, Outside 
of these fallacies and the dialog relating 
thereto it is free from criticism by the most 
fastidious, 

Comte de Larsac arrives at a smal] village 
in the foothills of the Pyrenees to see his il- 
legitimate son for the first time. He with- 
draws Jean from the green bills and sheep and 
crops and brings him to Paris, with its wine, 
women and seng, but especially women, The 
son is already committed to a _ sweetheart, 
Naima Duval, back home, and in one short 
hour flees the glamour of his father’s scarlet 
circle and goes back home. Father follows, and 
in the last act falls in love with Naima, 
who likes the white lights, and Jean goes back 
to his homespun childhood love—Jeannette <Au- 
dria. 


Arthur Byron has a role eminently suited to 
his sparkling wit, and Martha Hedman handles 
an unimportant part in an important way, 
holding her own wth the bubbling, babbling 
Byron. The cure is fittingly presented by For- 
rest Robinson, and Richard Barbee did an 
excellent bit of characterization. as the modest 
Jean. 


The piece is mounted more impressively than 
any Powers Theater play for a long time, and 
the lavish appointments of the Larsac home 
in Paris convey the idea of convincing splendor 
better than we have seen in several years, 


“Transplanting Jean’? had a long run in 
Paris, but has been played in America only 
one week before it# opening in Chicago. 
Judging by the first night reception, which is 
a weak criterion, it will be with us for some 
time, as it ably follows such imaginative 
plays as ‘“‘Up in Mabel’s Room” and others 
of the bedroom type of drama, without intro- 
ducing the bedroom, and it artfully dodges 
the actual suggestions jf indecency while 
leaving sufficient to the imagination of the 
sophistcated.

With asphalt melting in the streets and human beings and horses toppling 
over from the heat, is the weather report thatggreeted this matinee, which 
started promptly on time to Sousa’s “Sempre Fidelis,” played by the house 
musical school, under the direction of the old reliable, Frederick F. Daab. 

The customers were slow to arrive, and, after the fourth act, all were in 
the places called for by the coupons, and at that many seats remained as be- 
fore the opening of the doors. 

The program ran in sequence as to positions, with the exception of News 
Kinograms. Listed for incidental, “Dolores,” by Waldteufel, failed to show in 
the opening, and was not on at five bells, the time many cried hold, stop, 
enough—silently, of course. 

Methinks the bill could have been arranged better. For instance, the sec- 
ond act, a smileless instrumental number, should have been left on the books 
up in the office. 

Walter Kingsley headed the display advertising in the newspapers with 
the following: “An extraordinary engagement of artistic battle on the Palace 
stage, with Charles King, in his new act, pitted against Harry Carroll and 
Company, who challenge all comers in music hall revues.” It was not amiss 
if things had not happened by the late arrival of several of the members of 
the latter company. So goeth the story of a sweltering afternoon. 

Now for the show. It started with the opening display at 

2:01—Sylvia Loyal and Company, with Miss Loyal and a French poodle, 
“Margues,” assisted by a man and well-trained pigeons. She is a wonderful 
hat juggler and ball tosser, the best effort being while balanced on a slack 
wire. Back-hand throwing of the three hats at once made her stand out as a 
queen of ambidexterity to much applause. The stage, in full, with special set, 
the background proving later to be a “pigeon roost,” to which they all fly from 
all parts of the house and stage, is utilized for the closing picture, which sent 
her off a hit emphatically. Why the offering was termed “La Charmeuse de 
Pigeons” when both herself and assistant are attired in garments a la Turkish, 
is 1 ore than we can fathom. Let it be borne in mind, however, that this act 
is a real vaudeville novelty. 

2:12—ADDED ATTRACTION. Helen De Witt and Walter De Soto, in 
one, with Miss De Witt playing the violin and Mr. De Soto a harp of golden 
tone and embellishment, offered what they termed, “From Class to Jazz,” in 
five parts, to wit: Souvenir, “Morceau,” by Dradla; “Zigeundweisen,” by De 
Sarasate, impressions of the harp, in class and jazz; “My Sweet Alice Blue 
Gown” (in harmonies on both violin and harp) and a medley of popular and 
familiar bits of harmony. The lady never smiled and the gentleman hardly 
knew how to make an exit. Those who can sit home evenings and stand for 
the fireside players, liked them, but for vaudeville, they must be schooled 
further. Exit to a bow. 


2:27—Carlton Heagland presented for the last week of the present run 
Harry Carroll and Company in “Varieties of 1920,” with Grace Fisher, Harry 
Miller and Higgins and Bates. This musical divertissement cleaned up the 
same big hit, dance finish, speech and all. Mr. Carroll announced the act 
would go West and would return soon with new numbers and costumes. 


3:10—ADDED FEATURE. Miller and Mack, who call themselves The 
Bing Boys, in comedy, singing and dancing, in one, stopped the show. These 
fellows have vaudeville needs for comedy written all over their unusually 
funny grotesque costumes, chapeaus and facial adornment. Dancers they 
are, expertly so, and as comedians there is not the least doubt, as they started 
them howling the minute they got in view. 

3:24—EXTRA FEATURE. Hassard Short brought to Broadway Har- 
riet and Marie McConnell, queens of song, with much talent and charm, in 
a scenic arrangement in which a piano before the transparent, shimmering 
curtain was employed and played on by both of these artists. The talent 
rests vocally on both in this “Thrills and Frills,” as it is named. A song 
prolog is brought into play by the elder to introduce them, and then they 
run the gamut of operatic and popular selections, closing with “Peggy.” 
Curtains and flowers were their reward. The act aims at most ambitious 
heights and threatens to run away with the theme before it is half over. 
The poor staging with the talent at hand is just a bit hard to understand.

This offering is a daring departure for vaude- 
ville and unusual in theme and construction to every extent, except where 
comedy and ‘““gags"’".are attempted. The company, consisting of Una Munson, 
Emmie Niclas, Benfilarrison, Nellie King, Dorothy Manning and Kate Pull- 
man, is all talent of the very highest order and costumed extravagantly 
for each appearance with the exception of Ben Harrison, who remains 
conventional at all times in tuxedo. All sing, dance and disport themselves 
to modern vaudeville demands and scored a high-class box-office hit. This 
act will doubtless have a run in this house, and if so will draw. Curtains, 
bows and applause of the meaning kind sent them off to solid success.

Over Here for a’ Few Days From 
London, Recalls Old Days With 
Buffalo Bill—Now Head of 
Giant Film Enterprise 


New York, Aug. 5.—Starting in the early 
"80s, with the Sells Brothers, later going with 
the famous old plains scout, Buffalo Bill, and 
associated with other branches of the outdoor 
show business, John D, Tippett is now one of 
the foremost film men of London, head of the 
John PD, Tippett Productions, Ltd. 

He bas been in New York for a week, sail- 
ing back on the &.S. “Olympic” yesterday. In 
an interview with The Billboard Mr, Tippett 
told of London, its suburbs, the motion pic- 
ture and vaudeville situation, and finally, after 
some insistence on the part of the interviewer, 
a little about his own success, which is appar- 
ently rather remarkable. 

*‘As you know,” said Mr, Tippett, “‘we have 
no skyscrapers in London, They are opposed to 
tall buildings. The streets are narrow and the 
architecture quaint. When Mary Pickford and 
Douglas Fairbanks visited London they were 
overwhelmed—that wasn’t exaggerated a bit— 
the story in the newspapers about their vocif- 
erous welcome! The etreets were black with 
people, the police reserves had to be called 
again and again to try and clear a path. It 
is impossible for wheeled vehicles to pass thru 
some of the London streets, on account of the 
terrific congestion. You must consider London 
has a population of over 7,000,000, and Eng- 
jand itself is a very small country, 

“There are, perhaps, 5,500 theaters in Eng- 
land, and maybe 10,000 to 12,000 theaters in 
Hurope. Motion picture programs in the thea- 
ters there are booked weeks or months ahead, 
something like vaudeville is booked here. Eng- 
land is forging ahead rapidly in motion pic- 
tures, and while at one time America con- 
trolled probably ninety per cent of the produc- 
ing end, I think it is only a matter of time 
before England will make the majority of her 
pictures.

$4,000,000 or $5,000,000. This is their initial 
foothold in London. 

“Vaudeville is, at the present time, prosper- 
ous. Vaudeville stars in England play their 
entire lifetime in one territory, if they want 
to. ‘Chu Chin Chow's’ popularity has never 
waned, and it is now playing its fourth con- 
secutive year, I don’t know when that show 
will ever quit. The outdoor show business 
is nothing like it is here. There are any num- 
ber of ‘wagon sbows’ that travel from town 
to town, but they use no advertising. There 
are no traveling such as you have 
in America, and the shows given by these 
wagon companies are mediocre as compared 
with some of our mammoth affairs.’ 

Mr. Tippett’s company has a factory in Ash- 
tead, Surrey, it manufactures raw @ilm 
etock, and has offices in Leatherhead, Surrey, 
England, Since he came to New York he closed 
a big deal with the “‘Big Four” for its output 
for all over the world, with the exception of 
North and South America. Associated with Mr, 
Tippett in this gigantic deal was Morris Green- 
hill, Mr, Tippett’s London address is 3739

How 
many of these so-called agents ahead of bur- 
lesque shows, if they should lose their trunks, 
would be able to sit down at a typewriter and 
write a story? Most of them would either ask 
the manager or copy it from other 
stories that have been used previously. Also, 
how can a Manager expect to get a good man 
when they only pay $35 to $40 a week? Why, 
men posting bilis at home make that much or 
more. I have been trying to get a job ahead 
of one of these burlesque shows, and can't even 
get an answer to my application. I can write 
press stuff and also get an audience with a 
newspaper man, can go out and tack cards, 
post or lithograph and can get results, but 
no, they don’t want me, They engage men 
that it makes you laugh to hear their names 
mentioned to go ahead of a show, who do 
nothing but hang back etage with the girls. I 
actually know one agent saying to another: 
“Why, man, you're a sucker to put the smal! 
stuff out. Ditch it; I never put it out, and 
get as much credit for it.” So, you see, they 
don’t want my kind. I know this from ex- 
perience in working at burlesque houses, We 
will say look at Nat Golden. All right, we 
will. How many managers are there like Trav- 
ers or Dave Marion, who say: “Go out and use 
your own judgment, spend if you have to and 
get results?’ There aren’t any; the office or- 
ders the paper, and all the agent is is the pat- 
sy. Give me a show that will hold up its end 
and I will get the openings—and big ones. I

In this production there was a permanent arch- 


wey and different settings were swung into 
it, mounted on platforms with wheels and pivoted 
by one corner. There were twp of these and 
they were alternately swung into position. The 
same device was adapted for use in “On 
Trial” and now it reappears in *‘The Poor Lit- 
tle Kitz Girl.” But—with this difference. In 
both “Twelfth Night’? and *‘0n Trial’ the meth- 
od of changing sets so quickly was kept vers 
secret from the audience, and in “‘The Poor 
Little Ritz Girl” the method used is delib- 
erately expored, 

Surely this is qa mistake In judgment, Would 
it not have peen better to have left the audience 


wendering how the trick was done than to have 


deliberately exposed it? What would happen 
to the magician who showed the audience how 
he did it? He wouldn't last long and neithér 
would the stage, if the mystery surrounding it 
were destroyed. 

The business of the stage is to create fllusion. 


This was recognized as far back as 
before the Christian era by Aristotle.

CHORUS EQUITY NEWS 


Forty-seven new members joined the Chorus 
Equity in the past week. 

A check has been received from John M. 
Sheesley in settlement of the claims in the 
“Let’s Go’? Company. This company was 
back two weeks and a half in salaries, and 
also owed money for return fare from Port- 
land, Ore. A representative of the Equity was 
sent to Indianapolis, where Mr, had 
his carnival, Mr. Sheesley claimed that the 
*Let’s Go”? claim was not a just debt, that 
he had lived up to every condition of Equity 
all season, that the was 
and he had sent his manager, who was trav- 
eling with the show. enough money to pay the 
company off and bring them home. Instead of 
doing this, Mr. Shaesley claimed, the mana- 
ger continued anotier two weeks. Sheesley 
said he did not send any more money on after 
he had given instrtctions for the company to 
come in. Legally tie representative of Equity 
decided it was practically impossible to get 
any satisfaction. Le finally got Sheesiey to 
give him a note for $1,500, payable in July. 
This does not cover the full amount of the 
claim, and is to be divided pro rata among 
the claimants. The Equity feels that under 
the circumstances our members were exception- 
ally lucky to collect anything. 


The importance of living up to every clause 
in the contract can not be impressed too fre- 
quently upon our members. At the beginning 
of the new season the Chorus Equity office 
is flooded with complaints from managers about 
chorus people who have signed contracts and 
then have not appeared for rehearsal call. 
Some people have sent their contracts back 
@nd explained why they were not living up 
to them, others have not even had the courtesy 
to do that. You can not get out of a con- 
tract merely by explaining why you do not want 
to live up to it, but it is at least a little more 
businesslike to do this than not to appear 
at all, A certain manager in New York agreed 
to take out a 100 per cent Equity company. 
He came to our engagement office to get his 
people and signed up twenty Chorus Equity 
girls. Of the twenty eight of them appeared. 
That is a disgrace to your organization, and 
those members are to be severely disciplined. 
You must live up to your contracts. Equity 
means justice for all, not just for yourselves. 
The manager who was disappointed by Chorus 
Equity girls later broke a contract with one 
of our members. By the terms of that con- 
tract he owed her $100. His natural argu- 
ment is: ‘“‘Why should you force me to live 
up to my contract with your members when 
your members are not forced to live up to 
their contract with me?’ The question of 
punishing members who break contracts is 
now before the council. 

We are holding checks for Mary Ryan, Dolly 
Summers and Nelile Bowman, in settlement 
of the ‘“‘Let’s Go’’ claim, and for Bessie Jones, 
in settlement of the “Sinbad” claim, Claims 
against Gus Hill’s ‘Flirting Princess’? Com- 
pany will be settled the first of September. 
This claim involves pay for sleepers, for extra 
performances and for layoffs.-DOROTHY BRY- 
ANT, Executive Secretary.

“Moonshine on the Sunshine” is another clever 
skit on the program, with Bert Swor in the 
principal role, that of ‘“‘Lightnin’,”” a moon- 
shiner full of sunshine,” and Grover Schepp, 
Jimmy Cooper, Johnny Healy and Ed Fwald as 
his fellow moonshiners. Harry Shunk is King 
Gazzabo, Chief of the Cannibal Isles. Boni Mack, 
a clever female impersonator, is programmed 
as Wiggleum, the King’s chosen Daughter. Set- 
tings for this act are particularly pleasing, in- 
cluding a mountain scene, with a “‘still’ in full 
action: an ocean scene, with the moonshiners 
aboant a raft, and a South Sea Isle, with a 
volcano in full blow. Electr'cal effects of un- 
usual cleverness are featured. In this scene, 
too, opportunity fs given for Henri Neiser’s 
more than clever human spider act. A contor- 
tionist of skill and daring, Neiser works on a 
huge rope ‘“‘web,’’ introducing several novelties 
with the aid of flamelike electrical effects. 

The third skit is “The Arkansas Traveler,” 
written by Snowball Jack Owens and staged with 
the ald of clever settings by Mr. Field. The 
entire company {ts also used in this scene in- 
troducing the well-loved dancing of the sixties. 

Mr. Swor is presented in his original monolog, 
“Open Dat Door,"’ and ht is followed by Jones 


and Overhold, the musical bellboys, in a ma- 
rimba-xylophone specialty. 

The first part is opened with the ‘‘atmos- 
phere’ of the recent international yacht races 
between the Shamrock IV and the Resolute, 
a “novel naval review interspersed with tune- 
ful music.” John Cartmell is the dashing skip- 
per of the scene. The Jackies include the full 
company. Reo Brodeur’s splendid baritone is 
heard to advantage in a patriotic song, ‘““The 
Birth of Old Glory,” illustrated. 


Of the ballads the Field organization has pro- 
vided this year too much cannot be said in praise, 
including the delightful tenor voices of Jack 
Richarfs and Billy Chureh, the resonant basso 
of Harrly Frillman and the equally pleasing vo- 
cal tones evoked by Lloyd Gilbert, Dolf Kastor 
and Leslie Berry. Bert Swor, Harry Shunk, 
Johnny Healy, Jimmie Cooper and Ed Ewald 
also score with coon songs, Swor singing ‘‘Yami, 
Yami Blues,”’ Shunk ‘‘Profiteerimgy Blues,’’ Healy 
“Old Black Joe.” Cooper “‘Sweet Mama, Yoah 
Papa’s Gittin’? Mad’? and Ewald “The Cow and 
the Hen.” 


Richards sings “Down the Trail to Home, 
Sweet Home,” and ‘“‘When He Gave Me You.’’ 
Church provides “T Don’t Have To Die To Go 
to Heaven,” Gilbert ‘Will You Sometimes Think 
of Me,”? Kastor “Who'll Take the Place of 
Mary” and Berry ‘‘Your Eyes Have Told Me 
So." Frillman also renders an incantation of 
unusual power in the Hawaiian scene. 

All in all the show marks a new step forward 
for Al G, Field and is bound to please his many 
patrons. From Cambridge the show will visit 
Saratoga Springs during the racing season, Al- 
bany, N, Y.; Syracuse, Rochester, Buffalo, Erie, 
Youngstown and Akron before opening the sea- 
son at Columbus, 0., State Fair week.

DVERTISING a circus parade and 

then failing to give it for no ap- 

parent reason, is @ move in the wrong 
direction. . 

Occasionally newspaper clippings (in- 
cluding editorial notices) reach our 
desk, from the West in particular, 
showing where a parade was adver- 
tised and not given. Whenever this 
eecurs hundreds of children, not for- 
etting the grownups, are bitterly dis- 
ppointed, and a howl of indignation 
up. The daily papers get busy 
with that old unjustifiable cry about a 
circus doing nothing but taking moncy 
out of a city, and the city council be- 
gins to draft an ordinance requesting 
the circus to put up a bond to insure a 
parade, or double the license, half to 
be refunded when the parade is staged. 

In most cases, we are glad to state, 
the circus magnates pay particular at- 
tention to this subject, and it is only 
thru an act of God, or delay, or acci- 
dent of some kind that the pageant is 
prevented. As a veteran of the white 
topa puts it: 

“When a circus does not intend to 
make a parade in a town, such an- 


loud that all extra licenses were taken 
off. 

With probably one or two excep- 
tions, all circus managers consider it 
unfortunate when a parade is found 
‘impossible, as it generally means a 
cut in the day’s receipts. Then again, 
a parade bings hundreds of people to 
town early on circus day, and they do 
their shopping, much to the delight of 
the merchants.

A citizen has the same right to have his amuse- 
ments untainted by graft, license or hold up of 
any kind as he has to the free use of the 
streets, the public buildings, the right to buy 
goods when or where he pleases. It does 
look as tho a big cireus like Ringling Bres.- 
farnum = & Sailey, Sells-Floto, Hagenbeck- 
Wallace, Al G Barnes, John Robinson’s and 
others ought to pay for the nse of the wear 
and tear of the streets, for the benefit of the 
electric lights, the city water, the police pro- 
tection and a hundred other things, but let 
us look inte this. Ringlings live at Baraboo, Wis. 
They are heavy taxpayers, If they are made to 
pay for the use of the streets of Chicago then 
in all justice to them every time a Chicago drum- 
mer hauls his samples over the streets of Bara- 
boo he ought te be made pay to help maintain 
the Baraboo streets and Ringlings ought to get 
a portion of their taxes paid by those who use 
the Baraboo streets. Can you think of anything 
more absurd? While these citizens of Baraboo 
are using the streets of Harrisburg, Pa., the 
politicians, who trimmed the capital and the 
taxpayers, may be hauling their $10,000 chan- 
deliers over the streets of Baraboo.

The Government first levied a license on liquor, 
it got shaky on the proposition and shifted it to 
a tax. <A license, where a fee is connected, is 
unconstitutional, as the officers usurp our rights 
to engage in lawful business. A thing is either 
right or wrong. If it is right then all the peo- 
ple have the same right to practice or engage 
in it, and no court or legislature, police or other 
Officer has the authority to sell us a right that 
has been guaranteed to us under the Federal 
Constitution. Will someone please show where 
the Federal Constitution gives the legislature or 
city council its quihority to place a license, with 
a fee attached, on any business? 

Don’t forget this fundamental fact that what 
the big circus is to a city like Chicago, New 
York or the second-class cities, a small one is 
even more helpful, useful and beneficial to the 
smaller towns and communities. The circus 
dispels hate and inspires ambition. It is a com- 
munity builder in that it presents the urge and 
awakens the ideals and ambitions of the young 
and sets in motion a thousand aspirations that 
are deadened if not entirely destroyed by the 
grind of daily toil and the unbroken monotony of 
a thousand isolated parts of our country, where 
it is the missionary of sociability and com- 
merce, 

It is universally recognized that the town band 
is a community builder. Yes, sir. The local 
band puts oil in toil, and@ brings trade to 
local marts and furnishes a thousand reasons 
why the community should support it. The 
baad toots the business man’s trade—in turn the 
business man should furnish the gasoline for the 
joy ride. But what has made the local band 
so popular? Has anything started as many 
boys tooting the horn as the thrilling airs of 
circus band as it headed the parade down Broad- 
way or up Water street and across High to the 
lot? Thousands of readers of The Billboard can 
testify to the start in life they got when they 
heard their first circus band. We meet them 
every day. 

Do you realize that in 1896 the feature of the 
Barnum & Bailey Circus was a horseless car- 
riage, which they exhibited thruout this coun- 
try, and millions received their first thrill from 
the sight? 


S before stated, the city imposes a license 

upon a circus to make it pay for the wear and 
tear of the public streets, and to the superficial 
mind this sounds reasonable, but what is to be 
said of a city council like Evansville, Ind., 
where this clause appears: ‘‘In all cases where 
a gircus does not give parades twenty-five dollars 
per day shall be added to the above license fee.” 
Now, if a city council can compel a circus that 
does not give a parade to pay twenty-five dollars 
extra it has the same right to say a circus that 
does not have fifty elephants must pay $50 extra, 
or one that does not carry as many deluded 
freaks, who imagine they are lawmakers, as 
Evansville advertises, shall pay fifty dollars 
extra. The same ordinance contains this rotten 
class discrimination: ‘‘In all cases where a cir- 
cus has its winter quarters and winters in the 
city of Evansville it shall be entitled to give 
not more than four (4) performances in any one 
year without the payment of any license fee 
whatever.”’ 


This license crazy-quilt ordinance is the prod- 
uct of mature judgment and was enacted after 
gteat and profound thought and much tinkering. 
It was signed by Mayor Charles F. Heilman, and 
approved by W. T. Karges, president, and Henry 
©. Weber, clerk, in spite of the fact that Article 
4 of the Federal Constitution reads: ‘‘The citi- 
zens of the United States shal] be entitled to all 
the privileges and immunities of the citizens in 
the several States.”” If Evansville can charge 
a visiting circus about $500 more than it does 
one that winters in the city it has just the 
same right to add $50 or $500 or $10,000 li- 
cense on all merchants who sell clothes not made 
by the local tailor, or shoes not made by the 
local cobbler. Freaks and visionaries make the 
enactments, the courts decide whether they are 
laws and the people pay the bills. 

A circus is a business getter for any town; the 
merchants of Evansville realize that a free street 
parade draws thousands of people to town who 
never spend a cent with the circus. The goody- 
goods fight for positions along the route of pa 
rade where they can see their share of the $25 
worth of exemption license free of charge. Of 
all the hypocrites in the world the one who is 
too holy, too sanctimonious, toe devout te 
to a circus, but who goes both eyes on the api- 
mals and one on the bedangled, plumed, painted 
and powdered lady in the abbreviated costume on 
the big horse, is only surpassed by the saintly 
one who used to denounce the saloon as a heil 
hole and the saloonkeeper as a murderer and then 
piled up the license to pay for public education,

out on the grounds of its conflict with the 
provisions of the United States Constitution, the 
courts have decided against license. In the 
meantime, we urge all who pay license to pay 
it under protest (legal protest blanks are fur- 
nished free of charge), then when the United 
States Court decides the test case nnconstitn- 
tiona] you will have your money refunded. Hun- 
dreds of these protest blanks are being 
signed up and recorded at the local Register 
and Recorder's office. Send for a copy of The 
protest blank. This is not a circus war; it is 
a battle for freeiom and constitutional liberty: 
and the merchant, the professional man, the 
mechanic are equally interested, and back of 
all are the great army of ultimate consumers 
‘who pay all the licenses, just as the man who 
rents a house pays the proprietor’s taxes that 
fre assessed against the house that he rents. 
License is a shrewd sophistry devised to de- 
ceive the public. On its face it promises to 
make the other fellow pay your bill. It is the 
devil’s dupe with which the fish hook of cred- 
ulity is baited, and suckers swallow it in glee, 
then tug at the line in desperation. One bite 
on this bait, and it is no time until you are 
on the cheap politician’s stringer. Don’t de- 
ceive yourself by thinking that the license is 
only intended for the showman, the automo- 


bile owner, the billposter, the barber or 
; no, no—it is now pinehing the singer, 
the musician, the artist. It is twisted around 
to cover the machinations of the enemies of 
the press, the newspaper, the magazine, the 
platform, the preacher; and the end is not yet. 
Some people argue that the old-time circus 
encouraged gambling, assisted crooks and 
porch climbers, fakes and faking, blackguard- 
ism and rowdies—all of which is trne; but in 
that day the merchant, as Elbert Hubbard used 
to say, was a peripatetic regue, who reduced 
prevarication to a system. When the old-time 
circus fakir was flimflaming the unwary, the 
church was raising money with the grabbag, 
the fish pond, the raffle, the lottery whe! of 
fortune, the fake fortune teller, the palmist, 
and the chance game was worked to a frazgle. 
Times have changed for the better with the 
circus man, but this change has been no more 
radical than that which has taken place in busi- 
ness, religion or politics. We talk much about 
the square deal, and here is 4 place to practice 
it. Do unto others as ye would that they 
should do unto you. 


Take away the memory of the boyish dreams 
of the circns parade and you rob yourself of one 
of your greatest joys. Can we count the good, 
the happiness, the health, the strength, the in- 
vigorated spirits, the renewed hope, the cheer- 
ful outlook, the upward thought that the famous 
unridable mule caused? Whoa, January, is a 
smile producer yet. Jumbo is even now better 
known than ninety-nine and seventy-eight hun- 
dredths of the statesmen, wise men and noted 
women who were his contemporaries. There is 
too much human nature, too many of our long- 
ings satisfied by the circus to allow this in- 
stitution to be imposed upon. The circus de- 
serves a square deal. 


AM WALTER FOSS caught the philosophy 
of the entire business and reduced it to 
poetry that is worth reading, worth commit- 
ting. Read it: 
“I'm a Presbyterian deacon, and I wish to 
plainly state 
That every kind of circus is entirely reprobate: 
They all are instrumental in advancing Satan's 


plan-- 
An evidence of the innate depravity of man. 


“A vanity of vanities, and there is nothing 
worse— 

A vile abomination and a pestilential curse. 

And I make it thus emphatic, for I wish all men 
te know 

To every kind of circus I'm an unrelenting foe.

AT BRIGHTON BEACH 


The concrete bath houses, designed and built 
by the Macaday Building Corporation for 
Brighton Beach Park, New York, are a great 
srecess. Charlie Kean, who managed the beach 
before the big fire wiped out his whole wooden 
pant, and who is now getting back the pat- 
ropage which he lost last season because of it, 
says that he wouldn't have any other kind 
of bath house. And, believe us, Charlie knows 
what he wants when he wants it. He is one 
man in the amusement game who manages 
xsmusements with the same eye to detail as 
Charlie Schwab gave to steel, 

To begin with, at Brighten Beach there is 
fn unobstructed ocean bathing beach, 1,600 
feet long, closed in at both ends by a high or- 
hamental picket fence, Five hundred feet back 
from the ocean there is a wide conc ‘*# walk 
from end to end of the property. / = on- 
cession booths and non-bather amusemet's .:e* 
beyond this walk, so that the beach, the chief 
asset of the park, sall be unobstructed 

Beyond this main walk and at one end of the 
property are the bath houses, administration 
ind otber buildings, all built of masonry, 50 
that a fire wouldn't have a Chinaman’s chance. 

In the design of this plant great care was 
taken and a little additional money was spent 
to eliminate maintenance charges, one of the 
greatest causes of lost profits in most bathing 
establishments, With the bath houses built of 
thin slats of concrete, all the usual mainte- 
nance costs are eliminated, 

At the opposite end of the beach from the 
bath houses there is a novelty in the ‘‘Rock- 
ing Chair Movies." A very large screen, of 
novel design, was built on piles over the ocean 
and facing the beach. Up the beach about 200 
feet on a steel framework there is a projer- 
tion booth, Between the booth and the scree 
there are several thousand of the most com 
fortable recking chairs, and twice nightly fea- 
tures are shown to capacity. The railroad 
situation and shortage of materials made it 
impossible to get ready more than 7,000 ac- 
commodations for this season, but next sea- 
son Charlie Kean says he will sit back and 
Watch 11,000 people pass by his six ticket 
booths,

In years to come the grounds of first- 
class fair are going to be something more than 
merely the place where the annual exhibition is 
held. It’s been a long time coming, but fair 
grounds development is engaging the attention 
of fair officials to a much greater extent than 
formerly, with the result that a marked im- 
provement is already evident at many fair 
plants, especially the newer ones. 

Here and there thruout the country there havé 
been fair plants that were laid out with a 
view to realizing their artistic possibilities, 
but the greater number seem to have been sort 
of thrown together, with no regard for sym- 
metry, arrangement or general attractiveness. 
A change has gradually come about, however, 
and nowadays when a new fair grounds is to 
be laid out it is becoming more and more the 
custom to call in architects and engineers who 
make a specialty of fair grounds develapment. 

Among the leaders in this work, which is 
going to mean much to fairs, is Pearse, Robin- 
son & Sprague, Inc., a firm of landscape and 
architectural engineers, of Des Moines, Ia., 
who are making a specialty of fair grounds 
development. In this they have been very suc- 
cessful, and their services are being sought by 
many of the larger Midwestern fairs. At a 
recent meeting of the Tri-State Fair Associa- 
tion, of Aberdeen, S. D., the firm was selected 
as architects and engineers for the development 
of the fair grounds and buildings for the first 
fair to be given at Aberdeen in 1921. The fair 
assoc'ation at that place is capitalized at 
$250,000, and, with a 160-acre tract to work 
upon, everything that goes to make up a 
modern fair grounds will be provided, including 
amphitheater, mile track, exhibition building, 
woman's building and stock barns. 

The fair directors of the Grand Forks (N. D.) 
Fair have employed Pearse, Robinson & Sprague 
to prepare plans for the development of theit 
grounds and buildings for next year’s fair. The 
1920 fair, und@ the leadership of E. R. Mont- 
gomery, was,.recently held and proved a great 
sneress. The amphitheater and race track are 
to be relocated and several new buildings will 
be erected, so that the 1921 fair, built accord- 
ing to the scientific plans of these experts, is 
expected to be the greatest State Fat: North 
Dakota has ever had. 

This same firm has been employed by the 
directors of the Decatur County Pir at Leon, 
Ia., F. A. Townsend, secretary, to prepare 
comprehensive plans for the development of 
their fair grounds. An amphitheater will be 
erected this season, and during the winter the 
architects will prepare plans for sales pavilion 
barns, exhibition buildings and other necessary 
features. An extensive electric light service 
has teen devised and a very favorable space 
reserved for concessions. 

from the foregoing it may be seen that in 
the Middle West at least fair grounds de- 
velopment is receiving that attention that it 
deserves. It is going to receive still more as 
fair secretaries and directors wake np to the 
value of well laid out grounds and attractive 
buildings.

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REAL FARMERS’ FAIR 


Is What Morristown, N. J.. Proposes 
To Hold 


Morris County, New Jersey, last year re- 
vived her fair which had for the space of ten 
years or so been in an apparent state of coma. 
This year, the second of the revival, the fair 
is to be held September 22, 24 and 2 on the 
grounds of the Whippany River Club, a mile 
from the center of Morristown, the county seat. 

It is to be a real farmers’ fair—for and by 
the farmers of the county. Morristown is but 
thirty miles from New York City, and the fair 
attracts, besides the farmers from Morris snd 
adjacent counties, many visitors from the me- 
tropolis. 

This year’s fair will offer premiums aggre 
gating more than $7,000 for the usual exhibits 
of livestock, poultry, produce, home products 
etc. This amount is exclusive of horse show 
prizes. Instead of the usual horse races there 
will be held a show on all three days of the 
fair for hunters, jumpers, polu ponies and 
saddle horses. It was found last year that this 
feature furnishes greater and more sustained 
interest than do the old-fashioned horse races. 

There wil] be the usual midway features, 
riding devices and concessions, and there will 
tee several exhibits of unusual interest. Chief 
among these will be the exhibit of the New 
Jersey Fish and Game Commission.

LOCKLEAR’S LAST FLIGHT 


Daring Air Figure Falls to Death in 
Los Angeles—Tinney Gets Con- 
tracts Held by Locklear 


Chicago, Aug. 6.—Lieut. Ormer Locklear, 
classed as the greatest of all daredevil aviators, 
was killed the night of August 2 in a flaming 
plane, together with Lieut. Milton Elliott, in 
the Amalgamated Oil fields, in the suburbs of 
Los Angeles, while working on ‘“‘The Sky Way- 
man,’”’ the picture in which Locklear was a 
star. Death come to the two men as they were 
engaged in the last scene of the picture. 

Speaking from a film standpoint Locklear 
was to fall to his death in a plan- wrapped in 
destroying flames. He did so literally. No- 
body knows what fatal accident marred the 
plans. The flyers were seen to light their 
torches at an altitude of 2,000 feet, and the 
Plane went into the head spin, for which the 
camera men were \ citing. One theory is that 
the engines went dead; another, that Locklear 
was blinded by the light of his torches and mis- 
judged ‘his distance from the ground, After the 
plane crashed to the earth the bodies were 
found to be more burned than crushed. 

Louise Lovely, Viola Dana, actresses in the 
picture; James P. Hogan, director; Carl Down- 
ing, publicity manager: Assistant Director W. 
R, Howard and the camera men were witnesses 
to the tragedy. 

Locklear was an instructor in aviation dnring 
the world war and his extraordinary skill was 
such that the War Department did not allow 
him to go overseas, preferring to keep him 
Where he was most needed. In June, 1919, Lock- 
lear came to Chicago and attracted enormous 
crotvds thru his plane changing above Grant 
Park, He said at the time that plane chang- 
ing Was to be a feature of commercial flying; 
that it would be used by aviators in the mail 
Service and would become common in the face 
of utility and necessity. 

He was in the employ of the Universal Film 
Corporation at the time of his death. Lieut. 
Locklear was married in Fort Worth last March, 
and was a native of Texas, 

Lieut, Elliott was born in Gadsden, Ala., and 
was 24 years old. Locklear was 27 years old.

FLIGHT AROUND THE WORLD 


Plans Now Being Arranged by Com- 
mission Appointed by Aero Club 
and League of America 


New York, Aug. 7.—The special commission 
appointed by the Aero Club of America and 
the Aerial League of America, which has cir- 
Cled the globe, visiting many countries, has 
completed an organization making the conduct- 
ing of the first aerial derby around the world 
possible, it was announced this week. 

A Handley-Page airplane, type W. S., will be 
used in a test flight over the course arranged to 
ascertain the exact conditions existing. The 
plane is an improvement on the class now used 
in reguiar service between London, Paris 
and other points in Europe, and will be piloted 
by two of America’s most experienced aviators, 
It is planned to start the test flight from Lon- 
don, moving east and investigating landing 
fields, airdomes and other conditions to the 
etarting point in New York, 

The following tentative ronte around the 
World was announced: New York to Seattle, 
2,929 miles; to Yokohama, 65,418 miles; to 
Shanghai, 1,266 miles; to Bangkok, Siam, 2,005 
miles; to Karachi, India, via Rangoon, Cal- 
cutta and Delhi, 2,563 miles; to Bagdad, 1.582 
miles; to Rome, via Greece, 1,876 miles; to 
Treland (coast), via Paris and London, 1,528 
miles; to Newfoundland, 1,875 miles; to New 
York, 1,125 miles, making a total of 22,207 
miles, 

The route, via the Azores, Madeira, Gibraltar, 
Cairo to Bagdad, reduces the Atlantic Ocean 
hop from 1,875 to 1,850 miles, and does not in- 
crease the distance, it was pointed out. It also 
avoids the congested points in Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Greece. 


NEW PARACHUTE GIVEN TEST

San @rancisco, Aug. 7.—A new parachute de- 
vice, which is said to make flying absolutely 
safe, was tested successfully by Walter T. 
Varney at his Redwood City aviation field. 
Jumps from an altitude of between 5,000 and 
7,000 feet have been made by Mr. Varney. He 
said that if the parachute were used generally 
in connection with aviation mishaps would be 
almost entirely eliminated. Louis Miller, also 
of the Varney Company, has made numerous 
tests from lower altitudes, and states that in 
no case has the parachute failed to open within 
a thirty-foot drop.

“P. T. mastered the art of bunkum. His 
cirens outfit had three shells and a rubber pea 
long before it had three rings. And in the long 
run P. T. always looked out for Barnum first, 
That's why Bailey came second on all the bill- 
boards. . . 

T. aid as much for Rridgeport, Conn., in 
peace times as the munitions folks did when the 
war broke out. When he had prosperity he 
shared it 100. The public got nothing and he 
got the two 5s. In the early days of his bunk 
career Barnum stakes made holes in the ground. 
He gave us a lesson in industry. In 1990 we 
stake bunk boys to make holes in the ground, 
only they call them of] wells now.

This is 
my personal opinion expressed in response to 
the request in your letter-of Jnly 20. 

Distributors are, te use a pat phrase, “a 


necessary evil,” and the fact that they are es- 


sential to the industry does not preclude the 
fact that they should be fair and assume and 
maintain a policy of square dealing with pro 
ducers and exhibitors. There are no forces 
the motion picture business which can be con- 
sidered a vital part of the industry, with the 
exception of producers and exhibiiors. 

The distributors should give exhibitors without 
interference or objection the same rights to co- 
operate for their joint protection in booking or 


in 


for their theaters. But that is only the in- 
genious, sugar-coated, sweet and innocent invi- 
tation to join the booking agency at the be- 
ginning. 

Facts and condttions of the past prove’ that 
very shortly ofter the exhibitor places himself 
and his theater in the hands of a booking agency 
he loses control of the management of his house, 
and by cutthroat, blackjack and monopolistic 
methods the exhibitor very soon is compelled to

To save 
her reputation she offers the burglar his free- 
dom in return for his silence; he goes grate- 
fully as her husband returns. She tells him 
she has just shot a burglar robbing the safe.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

This offers Estelle Taylor a chance to shine 
as a distraught woman who fights hard for her 
happiness. Marc MacDermott is fine as the 
blackmailer. 

The gecond episode concerns the parasites of 
the cabarets who live by the badger game, This 
is titled ‘‘The Gay White Way.’’ A fast-look- 
ing woman fiirts brazenly with a stranger; she 
accompanies him to his apartment—the inevita- 
ble happens. Later his wife sues for a divorce, 
and the stranger declares he must quit his 
mode of life. The weman raves and declares 
she will kill herself. He goes out, but hearing 
a shot rushes back; the woman lies on the floor 
with a revolver near by. Another man enters 
demanding the reason of the stranger’s pres- 
ence; the woman is his wife. The stranger 
parts with two thousand dollars hush money 
and rushes away. As the badgers laugh to- 
gether over his weakness they prepare to depart 
for other fields, but the stranger meets them 
at the door with detectives. Under arrest the 
woman sneers, ‘“‘And I thought you a gentle- 
man.”* ‘“‘No, only a detective,” the man 
replies. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

This has strength and variety, depicting the 
night life of the rapid set, and permits the 
star to appear as a clever vamp, very much 
undressed, using all the weapons of her sex to 
ensnare wealthy men. She was more at ease 
in this role, and gave a telling performance of 
this heartless type of female. Harry Southern 
was excellent as the detective. 

The last and undeniably the best part of this 
eight-reeler was the last episode, aptly named 
“A Tradegy of the East Side.”’ 

It brought to light the horrors of poverty on 
the East Side, where Nina, a young girl of a 
tempestuous nature, driven desperate by hunger, 
marries a puny, sickly looking man, whose 
father is a helpless paralytic, whom she has 
nursed at rare intervals. The husband is a 
watchman at the wharfs, and is attacked by a 
gang of water thieves, who steal a consign- 
ment of silk. He manages to crawl to the 
phone and bring the police boat. All are cap- 
tured except Buck Slade, their leader, who 
crawls, badly wounded, thru a sewer and 
knocks on the floor of Nina’s shanty. Thru a 
trap door ‘he is rescued, and she confines him 
fh the attic, nursing and feeding him. His 
strength appeals to her passion, and for weeks 
they keep their guilty liaison. The old father, 
nnable to move, can only express his feelings 
with his eyes. He knows their secret. He at 
last makes his son understand that Nina is in 
the attic: the husband discovers the pair em- 
bracing: he fights bravely. but is pursued down- 
stairs and killed before his father’s eyes. They 
dispose of his body in the sewer. The police 
come to inform the wife of her husband’s 
death: she affects grief. 

The old paralytic is trying wildly to express 
to them what he knows. The suspicions of the 
detectives are aroused. They search the house. 
A pistol duel follows when they find the hiding 
gangster. The surrounded and the 
detectives fight from the roof. Nina and her 
gangster-lover are killed. The old paralytic 
hears with a grim smile the words of the de- 
tective, ‘“‘Well, they paid.” 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

Licentiousness runs riot, with animalism ever 
the prevailing motive of this very bald exposi- 
tien of human passions. It is surcharged with 
all the baser appetites of man, making the mute 
suffering of the cripple loom up with the white 
heat of righteous indignation. Yet its thrills 
are dynamic, its action gruelling and its tragic 
ending true to life’s penalties. It is not for 
the young to witness such depravity. and should 
be kept away from family trade. But for the 
more sophisticated there will be something new 
and gripping in the realism with which this 
picture is played. It is audacious, vulgar and 
brutal, yet the telling eyes of the helpless 
man seem to east a ray of purity, of God-fear- 
ing, unfailing belief that justice will be done 
his bor. 

Ferhaps there is nothing to be gainal by 
showing such frenzied disregard for moral de- 
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cency, but it must be admitted that Estelle 
Taylor is a ‘‘find,’? whose present and future 
will gend her skyrocketing to the zenith or 
stardom. 

Mare MacDermott’s work as the father was 
an unforgetable performance; his expression 
haunts the spectator, Earl Metcalf was simply 
great as the gangster. Harry Southern the 
right type for the delicate son. Only a gmall 
cast, but how they did work.

A band of Tripolitan pirates, led by a so- 
ciety parasite, descend upon our American 
coast in a submarine to kidnap wealthy brides 
for enormous ransom. Two sisters, heiresses, 
fall into the hands of the villains, and it is 
the efforts of the father and lovers to rescue 
them that supply the interest of the story. 

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

A wild race in automobiles ends in a smash- 
up, with a white-robed bride carried to the 
stronghold of a submarine, and later a fight 
in airplanes, with the heroine lashed to huge 
rocks, almost dashed to death by on-rushing 
surf. That the girl is not a mass of bruises 
may not occur to the observer, for he is too 
keenly interested to know how she is going to 
survive the attack of the black bandits to 
question the logic of such action. We can 
only say that the extreme has been reached in 


this filmization, which makes other serials ap- 


pear like a lullaby in comparison. 

Some genuine stunts by the submarine are 
possible thru the navy’s co-operation, which 
shows all the workings of an undersea ship 
with thirteen (count ’em) imprisoned brides. 
The writer is confident that the other episodes 
of this thriller will be followed with a lively 
anticipation to learn if the distressed ladies 
outlived their gruelling experiences. In fact, 
never have maidens fair been treated so rudely. 
But they must be very strong at that to combat 
the husky natives, who are always going ‘‘to 
get ‘em,”’ but never do—quite. 

Director Stanton evidently believes in rapid- 
fire action, and he certainly was not asleep 
at the switch when directing these unlucky- 
numbered brides.

MR. OOHEN’S LETTER TO ADOLPH ZUKOR 
August 4, 1920. 
Mr, Adolph Zukor, 

Famous Players-Lasky Corp., 

* 485 Fifth Avenue, New York: 

Dear Sir—I have read with the deepest in- 
terest your statement given to the trade press 
touching the very matter which I brought to 
your attention in my recent communication to 
you. 

You have deliberated a considerable length 
of time before declaring yourself on the situa- 
tion, of which, under the instructions of the 
Cleveland Convention, 1 complained to you in 
my open letter. Your statement does not di- 
rectly, or in terms, refer to my letter, but ae 
it touched upon the vital points at issue be- 
tween us 1.do not think that the Motion 
Picture Theater ‘Owners of America want me 
t stand on form and ceremony, 

You have gone on record as saying that the 
abuses of which we have complained have 
mever had your sanction, You supplement this 
assurance with a definite and practical offer, 
which I do not think ought to be ignored, 

The uses of correspondence have, I think, 
been now fully exhausted; we have come to @ 
pass where a meeting face to face is the next 
step in any effort toward fair and reasonable 
arbitration, 

Assuming then a disposition on your part 
to meet us half way and casting aside, for the 
present at least, any doubt as to the good 
faith of the offer, I believe that the interests 
of the Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America and the interests of the whole in- 
dustry will be well served by a formal declara- 
tion of our willingness to accept your offer. 
You bave, in the most explicit words, dis- 
avowed all responsibility for the offenses 
against the independence of the exhibitor, You 
have gone further even by your emphatic 
avowal that you will personally take up, con- 
sider and adjust such grievances as we have 
time and again submitted to your representa- 
tives. 

To show the good faith and the conciliatory 
spirit of which, under the instructions of the 
Cleveland Convention, I had given such a 
pointed assurance in my letter, I propose, 
under the authority conferred upon me by the 
unanimous voice of my fellow exhibitors, to 
appoint a committee of motion picture theater 
owners which will be thoroly representative of 
the exhibiting body of the whole country. I 
will ask \this committee to share the responsi- 
dility of Wise ~ussing and acting upon your decla- 
ration. I believe that this committee will be 
willing, as I know it will be competent, to 
sit asa board of arbitration, according to you 
the privilege of proving your sincerity and good 
faith by appearing before it, conferring with 
it, and, I trust, in the end co-operating with 
it. Peace and harmony thruout the various 
branches of indusry are essential to its pros- 
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perity and its future development, both ae an 
art and as a business. 

On behalf of the organization I have the 
honor to represent, 1 am willing to waive any 
matter of mere form if the substance of our 
mission can be accomplished, 

If the necessary assurances can be obtained 
to this effect, backed up by such deeds and 
pledges as will satisfy the committee, it will 
mean the end of an evil which has cast its 
shadow over the entire mdustry and has cre- 
ated conditions of chaos and confusion por- 
tending economic disaster all around, 

We have specified instances in writing of 
representatives of your organization threatening 
and intimidating exhibitors, and also similar 
activities by the associate of the Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation in New Bngland, Al- 
fred S, Black, and of the associate of Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation in the South, 8. A. 
Lynch, We are prepared to meet you and your 
associates at the earliest possible moment and 
present these definite and specific facts. 

In view of the new season rapidly drawing 
near, you, no doubt, appreciate the need of a 
speedy adjustment of the various controversies 
between your corporation and the members of 
our organization, and we request an early re- 
ply, hopeful that it will be productive of a 
better understanding.

for that purpose. But the theaters are far be 
hind those of the U. &.

Dear Mr. Waters—Acknowledging your favor 
af July 20, in which you- request that we advise 
You as to the policy of this company on the 
question of group booking with all booking 
agencies in the Tnited States, I beg to advise 
you that there is very little that can be added 
to what we have already said and the position 
that we have uniformly maintained on this sub- 
ject. 

Our policy has at all times been one of un- 
qualified opposition to booking agencies in prin- 
ciple, regardless of the disguise in which they 
are cloaked. They are not justified by any 
sound business principle, and simply put upon 
the exhibitor and the public an added expense 
without any return whatsoever. The injection 
of a middleman simply adds another complica- 
tion to the distribution of film—and the mid. 
dleman must get his unwarranted profit at the 
exhibitor’s expense, 

While we regard the booking agency as one 
of the greatest evils with which the industry is 
confronted today, so long as our competitors 
recognize the agencies above referred to and 
deal with them, either as such or on the ground 
that they have an ownership or control interest 


in the theaters we shall be obliged to protect 
our own interests by doing likewise.

Dear Sir—There is only one position for either 
an exhibitor or a distributing organization to 
take with respect to group bookings. Realart 
declines such bookings on the following grounds: 

(1) They would increase the cost of pictures 
to exhibitors. 

(2) They would inject into the business a 
commission merchant who is an unnecessary 
factor and whose purpose it is to collect toll 
both from exhibitor and distributer. 

(3) They would tend to force the exhibitor 
and distributor apart and to prevent solidarity 
in the industry. 

(4) They would check competition between 
distributors and deprive the exhibitor of de- 
tailed information which he should have with 
respect to the various propositions available. 

(5) They would give to one man or to one 
small group of men an unfair advantage over 
competing exhibitors; no one else would profit 
anything. 

(6) They would open wide the way for secret 
agreements and understandings with the persons 
controlling the booking combination, enabling 
them to exact or to receive tribute for unfair 
exercise of their influence with exhibitors. 

(7) They would allow a clique to dictate 
theater policies and so reduce other exhibitors to 
the status, virtually, of house manager. 

(8) They would give to the booking manager, 
without one cent of investment, the control of a 
large group of theaters; conversely, they would 
result in the signing away by the exhibitor, 
without any financiai return, of his rights in the 
most important part of his own business. 

(9) They would encourage neglect in serv- 
ice to the exhibitor because the booking agent 
would be the factor catered to and satisfied. 

(10) They would insure discrimination in ev- 
ery issue involving priority which might arise 
in the territory, the booker and his friends, of 
course, always having the. advantage. 

(11) They would tend to deprive the exhib- 
itor of the freedom which he now has with re- 
spect to changes in service, because the booker 
might easily be obligated toe favor the distributor 
whose service the exhibitor desired to discontinue. 

(12) They would often impose upon the ex- 
hibitor the necessity of going on his knees to the 
booker in order to obtain the rights which would 
be his without question if his contract was 
signed in his ewn name. 

(13) They would make the business of a2 
whole group of exhibitors a sideline of the busi- 
ness of the booker, with probable corresponding 
neglect of the affairs of the individuals of the 
group. 

(14) They would be a confession on the part 
of the exhibitor of his inability to conduct his 
own affairs as well as someone else could con- 
duct them, 

Reduced to its elemental factors Realart’s 
objection to group booking is based upon the fact 
that it would destroy the intimate personal re- 
lationship which has been established between 
this concern aml its customers. Realart’s suc- 
cess has been built upon this basis. We believe 
development of this principle is fundamentally 
essential to the industry—that the normal tend- 
ency is toward the strengthening of individual 
relationships, and that any enemy to furtherance 
of this policy should be strongly opposed by 
distributors as well as by exhibitors. For these 
reasons Realart declines to sign contracts with 
intermediaries. 

We are frank to say that we are much more 
impressed by the individual appeals and argu- 
ments of eur customers than we possibly could’ 
be by the formal demands of a more or less dis- 
interested third party. 

‘We trust this answers adequately your inquiry 
of July 20.

It ie 
specifically required, according to this notice, 
that in the collection of the admission tax 
tickets be used, except in the case of persons 
and organizations charging for admission ir- 
regularly and occasionally, and not more than 

four times a year. 

A penalty of not more than $1,000 is provided 
for failure to comply with the regulations. It 
is understood that orders have been sent to 
collectors and other internal revenue officers to 
take necessary action to secure compliance with 
the regulation.
